School boards offer 
up LGBT policies

Metro | Edmonton 

Education Minister David Eggen said 
Thursday his ministry will begin re¬ 
viewing policies school boards have 
passed to protect LGBT students, but 
was vague on how he will ensure the 
polices are adequate. 

As of Monday, the deadline set by 
Eggen, 60 of 61 school boards had pro¬ 
vided policies to protect transgender 
students, along with SI private or 
charter schools. 

Eggen said that was a good sign. 

‘This has been a process that the 
school boards have worked hard at 
to make sure they make deadline.” 

He said his staff would begin re¬ 
viewing policies and work with boards 
to improve them if necessary. 

"We'll be working closely with each 
school board to make sure that they 




are in compliance with legislation 
and the Canadian charter rights and 
freedoms, 1 " he said. 

He did not indicate what would 
happen if boards refused to change 
their policies. 

E he Edmonton mom whose trans- 
gendered daughter was denied access 
to the bathroom of her choosing — the 
incident that helped push for better 
policies — said she would've liked to 
see the minister be more unequivocal. 

“We were all hoping for something 
stronger," she said. 

She said the heated rhetoric, the 
duelling rap battles and vitriol on social 
media have been very discouraging. 

“This whole issue is a circus and my 
heart just breaks for the trans kids 
because 1 can't imagine what they’re 
thinking at this point." 

She said school boards had plenty 
of time to draft policies that com¬ 
plied with the law and she hopes the 
minister is prepared to draw a line 
in the sand. 

“Politics can't come into play here. 
You can't be everybody's friend. You 
need to pick a side"

Food bank signals need

The head of Edmonton’s Food 
Bank has added her voice to 
the chorus claiming the city 
was “unfairly penalized" when 
it was excluded from federal 
changes to Employment Insur¬ 
ance benefits. 

Executive director Marjorie 
Bencz says the organization is 
on the front line of a flagging 
economy. She notes that 736 
of the Households served in 
February reported they were 
either receiving or waiting 
for EL 

"We're seeing that trend," 
Bencz said. “What we're wor¬ 
ried about is how r Edmonton 
was cut out of the extended 
benefits.” 

Included in the federal 
budget were changes to eligi¬ 
bility for FI that made it easier 
for unemployed workers in 
12 hard-hit regions to apply: 
it also meant they’ll receive 
benefits for longer. 

While almost all of Alberta 
is eligible, Edmonton was left 
out. W''hile unemployment 
across the province is 7.9 per 
cent —and over 12 per cent in 
northern Alberta — Edmon¬ 
ton’s rate is 6.8 per cent. 

But Bencz says the spiike 
in demand tor the Food Bank 
demonstrates city residents 


are struggling. 

"It’s been a rough haul, be¬ 
cause our lines are constantly 
busy, we don’t have extra staff 
or new resources so we're real¬ 
ly struggling to keep things 
flowing and make sure people 
get the services they need.’ 1 

In December the Food Bank 
provided hampers to over 
19,000 people, an almost 60 
per cent increase over the 


same month the year before. 

In an attempt to reduce de¬ 
mand, the food bank is even 
expanding into job-hunting 
training For the first time. 


They've partnered with BCrS 
Career & Corporate Develop¬ 
ment to host a free Resume 
and fob Search Workshop 
April 7. 


Bencz said if s free and you 
don’t have to be usin g the food 
bank to participate, though 
preregistration is required. 

“We don’t have the skills or 
the time to do extra program¬ 
ing, so that's why these part¬ 
nerships are really important, 
there are people with more 
expertise, she said. 

“We’re just trying to make 
a little bi t of difference.”

Freezing 
wages is a 
diversion: 
Union

Freezing unionized public em¬ 
ployee wages won’t fix the gov¬ 
ernment’s financial mess, ac¬ 
cording to the vicepresident of 
Alberta’s largest union. 

Amid the government's plans 
to freeze the salaries of non- 
unionized public employees, 
some have called on the govern¬ 
ment to go a step further and 
freeze unionized workers' wages. 

The Alberta Union of Provin¬ 
cial Employees—which has en¬ 
tered negotiations with the gov¬ 
ernment— can’t say if it’s open 
to the idea of wage freezes, but 
its vicepresident thinks the idea 
is a distraction from real issues. 

In a letter to Metro, AUPE VP 
Susan Slade said many public- 
sector employees have had their 
wages frozen over the last five 
years, and staffing levels are fall¬ 
ing behind population growth. 

“Ihese workers are already 
struggling with the effects of 
inflation, economic downturn 
and short-staffing at work,” she 
said. “They’re not responsible for 
decades of bad decisions, poor 
fiscal phi ruling and lack of fore¬ 
sight by generations of govern¬ 
ment politicians. “ 

According to AUPE data. Slade 
noted average salaries for its 
union members were £56,750 
for direct government employ¬ 
ees. £42,275 in the boards and 
agencies sector, £41,853 in edu¬ 
cation and $30,877 at Alberta 
Health Sendees.

Councillors face 
choices over plant 


Police seize drugs 
and arrest landlord

in bankruptcy, city councillors 
will have to decide next week 
what to do with die former re 
cycling plant. 

The company, which was head¬ 
quartered at the Edmonton Waste 
Management Centre, received 
59.4 million in investments from 
the city in the form of equipment 
and help with the construction 
of a building. 

But after a dispute with the city 
over le,Lse payments, die company 
was forced out of their - facility las": 
year and the city took possession. 

A report going to council rec¬ 
ommends the dy pursue other 
offers for the building and re 
maining equipment through an 
request for expressions of inter¬ 
est It suggests the dy could look 
at proposals for the space and 
then do a detailed review of the 
options. 

As .alternatives it suggests coun¬ 
cil could also try to repurpose 
the space for city use, such as a 
sail storage. 

Conn. Andrew Knack concedes 
there may be some challenges 
leasing the property, which sits 


in the middle of a landfill, but he 
said a lot of companies are look¬ 
ing to do innovative things in that 
industry and could be attracted 
to trying them here. 

"Edmonton has a reputation 
as being one of the best in the 
world on waste management," he 
said. "ihe building is one aspect 
that I think holds a lot of value." 

According to Ihe city report, 
the ckyis losing out on potential 
revenue as the facility sits empty 

"There is a short-term finan¬ 
cial impact for the litiliy due to 
loss of lease revenue ofS 130,000 
per quarter based on 2016 lease 
rates.” reads the report. 

The report also notes the dy 
is losing out on property tax rev¬ 
enues. while the building is not 
in use. The dispute with Grey's 
centered on where the money 
for lease payments would come 
from, with the dy insisting that 
the dollars had to come from 
sales and not new r investors as 
Greys wanted. 

Knack said despite the new fi- 
rranda] implications he does not 
regret council’s decision.

Three charged 
after money, 
two pounds 
of meth found

Edmonton Police seized near¬ 
ly two pounds of metham- 
phelamine in a raid Wednes¬ 
day that ended in the arrest 
of a city landlord. 

Officers front Downtown 
division executed the search 
warrant at a business near 
93 Avenue and 111 Street and 
seized the methamphetamine 
along with several other drugs 
and nearly 59,000 in cash. 

Insp. Ed MclsaaC said the 
seizure would put a dent 
in the local drug trade, but 
would not be a fatal blowc 

“It's a large seizure. It's 
a large seizure of metham¬ 
phetamine. You usually don’t 
see this much in one time,” 
he said. 

Police have charged three 
people Abdullah Shah, 53, 
who is also known as Car¬ 
men Pervez, Sarah Passman, 
36, and Jennifer Virong, 57. 

All three face charges of 
possession for the purposes 
of trafficking and possession 
of stolen property. 

Shah faces charges of 
breaching bail conditions. 


He was also charged in De¬ 
cember in a raid on the same 
property, Mclssac confirmed. 

Several local community 
members have raised con¬ 
cerns about rental units Shall 
controls and Shah launched 
a civil suit against them and 
city Conn. Scott McKeen last 
year. 

Mclsaac said police hadn't 
targeted Shah because of any 
issues w r ith rental properties,

Ibe book launch Wednesday 
marked two years since the 
T'KC’s final event wrapped up 
in Edmonton, following a six- 
year journey across the coun¬ 
try to hear the stories of more 
than 6,000 indigenous men and 
women who were abused in 
the residential school system. 

While Prime Minister Just in 
Trudeau has said the govern¬ 
ment will implement the com¬ 
mission's 54 recommendations, 
MetcalfeChenail says the book 
underscores the need for every¬ 
one to get involved. 

From historians researching 
to journalists learning proper 
terminology to doctors decol¬ 
onizing their practice, every¬ 
one has a role to play, she says.

Province embraces youth 
driven energy conference

Alberta is the place for 
change. PowerShift organ¬ 
izer Kikki Wood said it was 
time Co move the national 
conference on environment 
and energy to the province 
central to the debate. 

“It’s time," said Wood. 
“When we asked people 
where should it be, we heard 
Alberta repeatedly." 

Organized by youth, Pow¬ 
ersoft brings together lead¬ 
ers in the environment in¬ 
digenous communities and 
alternative energy workers. 
The conference first started 
as a national event in Ottawa 
in 2009, it branched out re¬ 
gionally between 2012 and 
2015 and for the first time 
will be held in Alberta. 

This conference is the first 
since the changed political 
environment pravincially and 


federally and Wood is hope¬ 
ful at the new conversations 
that can happen. 

"It's always 'jobs versus the 
environment/" said Wood. 
"But it’s time to bridge the 
gap between that false di¬ 
chotomy.” 

The conference will feature 
conversations on renewable 
energy meant to get young 
people thinking about jobs 
in the sector. 

But the shift to renewables 
is only one element of change 
being discussed. 

“What kind of energy 
structures are we creating'?" 
Wood says panels will focus 
on community and co-op 
models of production. 

As well, the indigenous 
groups have had a central 
role in organizing the con¬ 
ference. Questions of self 
determination, land sover¬ 
eignty and looking at how the 
United Nations Declaration 
on the Rights of Indigenous 
Peoples form a key conversa¬ 


tion on climate justice. 

“We've crafted the week¬ 
end in a way that their voices 
are front and centre and 
hopefully their perspectives 
on what needs to change will 
be prominent,” said Wood. 

Tasha Spillet, a tree youth 
educator, will talk land sover¬ 
eignty and indigenous self- 
determination. 

And climate and justice 
organizers Crystal lameman 
and Melina Laboucan Mas¬ 
simo will bring information 
on activism and projects from 
surrounding Alberta indigen¬ 
ous communities. 

Wood expects just over 100 
people to attend the three 
days of workshops and there 
are still walk ups welcome 
who says she wasn’t sure 
what to expect for turnout 
in the province. 

“just coming out of the 
Harper era we're inheriting 
this legacy of climate in¬ 
action and there seems to 
be this sense of urgency and 
a feeling of what can J do," 
she said. 

“Especially among the 
youth.”

Master Meats is it Calgary one

— and now movie props. 

John Wildenborg, owner of 
the local butchery has supplied 
meat and other meat-related 
props loa few films and TV pro¬ 
ductions since 2013. 

“It's a nice experience, es¬ 
pecially Fargo Season 2,1 was 
on set for about 24 days," the 
butcher said. 

Wildenborg first got involved 


when a longtime customer, Dus¬ 
tin Onofriechuck, prop master 
for the Fargo "IV series, needed 
props for the show. 

“There were a few incidents 
when they need meat for certain 
shots, because he knew me, he 
came to me to supply the meat," 
said Wildenborg. 

When Season 2 of t-argo rolled 
into town, the prop master ap¬ 
proached Wildenborg to help 
make some sets more authentic. 

The show revolved around a 
1970s butcher shop. Wildenborg 
trained actors on how to look 
and act like butchers.

The Coal Association of 
Canada launched a campaign 
dubbed Act for the future on 
Thursday that is designed to 
encourage people to ask ques¬ 
tions.. 

The government announced 
the phase-out as pari ofits cli¬ 
mate change plan last year. 


It envisions closing all coal- 
driven power plants in Alberta 
by 2030. 

Most of those plants would 
have closed under existing 
regulations, but the NDE J, s plan 
wi!J force an early closure to 
six stations in the province. 

Robin Campbell, a former 
minister in the Prentice govern¬ 
ment, who is now president of 
the association said the govem- 
ment will have to compensate 
coal plants forced to close early. 
He said the phase-out will also 
increase electricity prices and 
decimate many small towns. 

"As a consumer you should 
have lough questions for your 
MLA," he said. "The last thing 
we need in Alberta is more 
people without jobs." 

Premier Rachel Not ley said 
the phase-out is important for 
Albertans and the government 
won't waver. 

"We still believe the long¬ 
term objective of phasing out 
coal as part of our climate 
change leadership plan must

still be pursued." 

She said more details on re¬ 
bates for the incoming carbon 
tax and other measures would 
be included in the provincial 
budget.

said a phase-out is much more 
responsible.

Six adults, 3 
kids killed in 
First Nation 
community lire 

A First Nations chief says the 
deaths of nine people ina house 
fine on a remote northern Ontario 
reserve should spur the federal 
government to improve what he 
says are third-world conditions 
on dozens of reserves. 

“We can't let these people die 
in vain,” Jsadore Day with the 
Chiefs of Ontario said Thursday. 

“There should be a direct arid 
immediate response to this situa- 
linn. This is typical across all First 
Nations that are living in third- 
world conditions.’’ 

A blaze that erupted in a family 
home late Tuesday night on the 
Fikangikum reserve killed six 
adults and three children. 

Ontario Provincial Police said 
investigators and a stress team 
were in the community, but find¬ 
ing the cause of the blaze could 
bike “a week or more.” 

A fundraising page created by 
a community member identified 
the dead as Gilbert and Annette 
Strang, their daughter Faith. 
Faith’s husband Dienich Peters 
and the younger couple’s three 
children — Ireland. 4. Aubree. 
2, and eight-month-old Amber. 

The Strangs’ son Gilbert and 
his wife Sylvia Peters also died 
in the file, it said. 

I Previous inquests into similar 
tragedies have highlighted the 
challenges facing remote north¬ 
ern reserves such as Fikangikum. 

Homes are dilapidated, not 
built to comply with any mod¬ 
em! code and often don't have 
running water, let alone a smoke 
detector. I here are often several 
generations of families sharing a 
tiny bungalow, heightening die 
potential toll fires can take when 


they break out. 

“Most homes are simply a 
death trap," Day said. 

Any fires spread quickly and 
communities rue often woefully 
unprepared. Many don't have fire 
tnicks and rely on water trucks 
with no more pressure than a 
garden hose. If a community 
is lucky enough to have a fire 
truck, there are often not enough 
trained volunteers to opemte it 
properly, inquests and internal 


government reports have found. 

Day said more than 9G per cent 
of homes don’t have running 
water tn Ihkangikum. 

Indigenous .Affairs Minister 
Carolyn Bennett said Thursday 
the deaths underscore the need 
to improve living conditions on 
reserves. She said money in the 
recent federal budget will help 
improve the deplorable state of 
reserve housing. But she couldn’t 
say when a community such as 


likangikum could expect vastly 
improved living standards. 

National Chief fety Bellegarde 
of the Assembly of First Nations 
Stiid the federal budget was a good 
start to make up for decades of 
neglect. loo many indigenous 
people are dying in fires that are 
completely preventable, he said. 

“How many more deaths have 
to happen before action is imple¬ 
mented? It’s: not acceptable in 
2016.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

P.E.I, to allow access to abortions in province 


Prince Edward Island has agreed 
to provide abortions within the 
province by the end of the year, 
ending decades of forcing women 
to travel to neighbouring prov¬ 
inces to access the procedure. 

The Island's Liberal govern¬ 
ment announced Thursday it 
will not fight a legal challenge 
launched in the province's Su¬ 
preme Court by the group Abor¬ 
tion Access Now, which says the 
province has an obligation to 
provide safe abortions under the 


Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 

P.E J. is the List province in the 
country to allow abortion access 
within the province. 28 years 
after the 19S8 Morgentaler deci¬ 
sion of the Supreme Court struck 
down Laws restricting abortion 
in Canada. 

Women must currently travel 
to New Brunswick or Nova Scotia 
to get abortions paid for by the 
Island government. 

Ihe group that Liunched the 
recent lawsuit said Thursday's 


announcement was the culmina¬ 
tion of years of relentless lobby¬ 
ing for change. 

Health Minister Robert Hen¬ 
derson said Health P.E.l. has 
been told to develop plans for 
a women's reproductive health 
centre somewhere on die Island. 
He says it should be in place by 
the end of the year. 

Jn a statement. Prime Min¬ 
ister Justin Trudeau applauded 
ihe announcement.

World-renowned British-Jraqi 
architect Dame Zaha Hadid, best 
known for her design of the 
London Aquatic Centre, has died 
after suffering a heart attack in 
Miami. She was 65. 

"It is with great sadness that 
Zaha Had id Architects have con¬ 
firmed that Dame Zaha Hadid 
died suddenly in Miami in the 
early hours of this morning," 
according to a statement from 
her company. 

Bom in Baghdad, and based in 
the U.KL, Hadid was perhaps the 
most famous female architect 
in the world, and was the first 
female recipient of many top 
industry awards, including the 
20CM Pritzker Architecture Trize. 

In 2015, she became the first 
solo female winner in 167 years 
to receive the Royal Institute of 
British Architects' Gold Medal. 

Known as a true 'Staithitect,' 
a term given mostly to male 
architects, her innovative and 
futurist structures can be seen 
all over the world. 

Queen Elizabeth honoured 
her with 'Dame" status in 2012. 

Hadid h s larger-than-life ca¬ 
reer faced many obstacles, in 
an industry that's still known 
to be male-dominated and often 
unfavourable to women. She 
frequently spoke about the 
prejudices she faced as a female 
architect.

Over 50,000 
stranded at 
border with 
Macedonia 

Lawmakers in Greece were ready 
to support legislation to deport 
refugees back to J'urkev as clash- 
es between migrants persisted 
Thursday at overcrowded deten¬ 
tion camps. 

A three-hour fight broke out 
overnight between groups of mi¬ 
grants camping out in Greece's 
main port of Piraeus, leaving 


eight people injured and re¬ 
quiring treatment at nearby 
hospitals. 

The dashes, be! reved to have 
been between Afghbtn and Syrian 
migrants, left the area strewn 
with rocks and broken giass. 
New protests were also reported 
at detention comps on the Greek 
islands of Lesbos and Chios, from 
where deportations to Turkey 
are due to start next week. 

More than 50,000 refugees 
and migrants have been strand¬ 
ed in Greece after Balkan coun¬ 
tries dosed their borders to the 
massive flow gf refugees pour¬ 
ing into Europe. Some 11.500 
remain camped out at the border

In Athens, the government 
submitted draft legislation re¬ 
quired for the landmark mi¬ 
gration agreement reached this 
month by the European Union 
and Jiirkey to take full effect. 
The deal ;iims to break the smug¬ 
gling rings that have brought 
hundreds of thousands of people 
from Turkey across the Aegean 


Sea to Greece. 

Due to be voted on late Friday, 
the bill w r ould upgrade Greek 
asylum services and set condi¬ 
tions for refugees and migrants 
to be sent back to Turkey from 
the Greek islands. 

The returns are to start Mon¬ 
day, but most support staff 
promised by other EU coun¬ 
tries have still not arrived on 
Greek islands, and the method 
of how to return the refugees is 
still being negotiated between 
the EU. 'liirkey and Greece . 

Turkey's prime minister said 
the deal with the EU wiLl go into 
effect as scheduled on Monday.

After a promising launch in 
Japan, Nintendo's long-overdue 
foray Into mobile is set for a 
much wider test. 

The Japanese electronics 
maker's free to download 
Miitomo mobile app for iOS 
and Android went live in the 
U.S. Thursday, Nintendo says 
Miitomo is also available in 
numerous other counties in¬ 
cluding Canada and in several 
languages. 

While Nintendo remains 
committed to the video con¬ 
sole business it has a power¬ 
ful impetus for branching out 
given that Candy Crush maker 
King and others have demon¬ 
strated that a single mobile 


game franchises can gener¬ 
ate billion-dollar annual sales. 

Industry’ research firm New- 
zero estimates that mobile 
gaming revenue hit $30 bil¬ 
lion (U.S.) last year, surpassing 
console gaming at $26.4 billion. 
Neivzoo says whi le growth has 
cooled in North America and 
Europe, it remains explosive 
in Asia. 

Nintendo is partnering with 
Tokyo Internet firm L>eNA to 
develop and operate new game 
apps based on Nintendo's in¬ 
tellectual property, Including 
its iconic game characters, for 
Lise on nearly ubiquitous mo¬ 
bile devices. 

'"With Miitomo. Nintendo 
takes its first step into the 
world of smart devices,” 
said Scott Moffitt.

The company, however, is 
playing catch up in the increas¬ 
ingly crowded mobile game 
space and its in app purchase 
strategy is unlikely to make up 
for a Jack of paid app revenue 
in the early stages. 

But analysts said the mobile 
offering could bring back play¬ 
ers who migrated away from 
games on the company's dedi¬ 
cated hardware, such as the 
Wii and handheld DS devices.

I can't keep up — now, any alcohol is bad for me? 


What, now even one or two 
drinks a day b unhealthy? I'm 
so sick of conflicting health 
advice! ^ Felicia, Vancouver 

Dear Telida t 

Believe me. as a boxed- 
wine aficionado, I'm upset 
about this too. An analysis out 
of the University of Victoria 
this month looked at 87 past 
studies about the relationship 
between drinking alcohol and 
rates of death from any cause. 
It cast doubt on years of evi¬ 
dence suggesting people who 


enjoy one or two drinks per 
day have lower rates of heart 
disease, diabetes and death 
than those who never drink 
at all. (That’s premature death. 
The lifetime risk ofdeath is 
100 per cent). Here's the prob¬ 
lem: 73 of these studies didn’t 
sort the participants properly. 
Abstainers {people who don't 
drink and never have) were fre¬ 
quently lumped into the “non- 
drinkers" category along with 
people who currently abstain, 
but used to drink. 

And why do people quit 


drinking? Often because of 
health problems or old age. 
Light drinkers misleadingly ap¬ 
pear healthier in comparison. 

After adjusting the data fbr 
that, there was little difference 
in death rates between light 
drinkers and teetotallers, light 
drinkers are at higher risk of 
cancer death, but a lower risk 
of heart disease. 

This is one paper, not the 
final word on the topic, But 
it shows the need to be care- 
fi.il Interpreting observational 
studies of he:ilih outcomes at 


a big-picture, population level; 
so many variables are at play 
that it's hard to account for 
them all, 

Here's what we du know;: 
Any benefits of alcohol dis¬ 
appear above one or two 
drinks a day, and drinkers 
knocking back (bur or more 
risk addiction, serious health 
problems and early demise. 
But for most, light drinking is 
low-risk.

The last time viewers saw Dean 
McDermott on the small screen 
he was at one of the lowest points 
of his life. 

On one hand he had been jug¬ 
gling hosting duties on Chopped 
Canada for two seasons. On the 
other he was baring his soul 
on reality series True Tori, at¬ 
tempting to reconcile his mar¬ 
riage to Tori Spelling following 
a public affair, and dealing with 
depression and suicidal thoughts. 

As he debuts this Triday in 
Super Channel’s horror series 
Slasher, he’s very much a re¬ 
assembled man.

“I'm Etn actor first and fore¬ 
most, that’s what J was for 
20 years before J came to LA. 
T hen the reality thing j ust kind 
of fell in my lap and it was fon 
to run with for a while until it 
wasn't,“ McDermott explains. “J 
was so hEtppy and blessed and 
grateful for the role on Slasher 
because it was time for me to get 
back to my first love of acting in

En the films Take Shelter and 
Mud, director Jeff Nichols 
explored themes of social 
anxiety caused by fear of t he 
unknown. 

When J suggest that his 
new movie. Midnight Special 
— a sci-fi road film about a 
father and a son with spe¬ 
cial powers —continues that 
examination, he agrees, but 
only to a point. 

“I certainly think you could 
make that statement and it 
would be fair," he says, "but 
it doesn't exactly line up with 
what J was thinking. 

“I was thinking about what 
it is to be a parent. J think 
being a parent is to have faith 
in the unknown, 

"You don’t know what your 
children are going to grow up 
to be. You don’t know what's 
going to happen to them. You 
don't know if they are going 
to make it all the way.

I think 
that is what parenthood is 
and I think that is why there 
is so much fear and anxiety 
that comes from being a par¬ 
ent.”

came up with the idea for

movie that teases out the 
information bit by bit. 

We learn enough to stay 
involved and are treated to

It owes a nod to his old 
hero Stephen Spielberg but 
feels distinctly like a Jeff 
Nichols film.

Batman v Superman: Dawn 
of Justice didn’t do well with 
critics* but was a giant hit 
with fans. The New Repub¬ 
lic called it an “indigestible, 
posturing, two-and-u-balf-hour 
mope-fesC* while Time Out 
blasted it, calling it "a $250 
million tombstone for a genre 
in dire need of a break H 

In my written review I gave 
it an unenthusiastic two out 
of five star rating, describing 
it as "essentially a long trailer 
for the next DC superhero 
ensemble movie tagged on to 
a Wrestle Mania style smack 

if 

down. 1 * On my regular Canada 
AM review segment I joked it 
should have been subtitled 
Yawn of Justice. 

About four seconds after I 
wrapped my television review 
the first of many tweets and 
Face book responses started 
cluttering up my social media 
pages. Td detail them all in¬ 
dividually, but most of them 
were variations on this one 
from Frank in Nova Scotia: 
"@-RichardCrouse good thing 
#DawnQf)u5lice was made for 
fans and not critics. These are 
usually the good ones. Can't 
wait to see it. 1 " 

I hope Frank liked the mov¬ 
ie. J suspect he was part of 
the opening weekend's over¬ 
whelmingly male demographic 

— 66 per cent of the audience 
were male, 63 per cent be¬ 
tween the ages of IS and 34 

— who flocked to the film. 


Also, his twotter cover page 
shows Superman shooting 
lasers from his eyes at Bat¬ 
man. S imagine if he coukl find 
a picture of Supes blasting a 
critic he would have used that 
one instead. 

Superhero movies tend to 
accentuate the divide between 
critics and fans and rarely has 
the gap been wider and deeper 
than it is in the reaction to 
Batman v Superman. 

The thing is, there shouldn't 
be a divide between profes¬ 
sional moviegoers and fans. 
It’s not Criticman v fandom 
or Us vThem. We share a love 
of story, characters and images 
on screen. We may express 
our opinions differently, but 
as Devin Faraci pointed out 
recently, film critics are film 
critics because they are pas¬ 
sionate about movies, fake 


Movies.com writer John Ghol- 
son for instance. In response 
to the blow back his negative 
review of the film received 
he tweeted, “IFyou think “I 
wanted to hate" BVS, you're 
out of your mind and the rea¬ 
son I'm still upset days later is 
because I wanted to LOVE it." 

For sure there are critics 
who automatically dismiss 
superhero movies, or roman¬ 
tic comedies, or whatever 
your favourite genre. But no 
one forces you to read them. 
Choose your favourite film 
critic like you would a friend, 
someone who shares your en¬ 
thusiasms, or challenges them, 
or whatever makes you happy. 

The point is no one is hold¬ 
ing Batman’s grapple gun to 
your head making you read 
bad reviews of your fan fa¬ 
vourites. 


Better yet, take musician 
and social activist Jelfo Biafra's 
advice. “Don’t hate the media," 
he said, “become the media." 
It's never been easier to ex¬ 
press yourself publicly, wheth¬ 
er it's on your own blog or 
social media but here's a pro 
tip: go see the movie before 
sharing your thoughts. 

Mot that reviews or blogs 
were going to make a great 
deal of difference to Batman 
v Superman’s box office fate. 
Paul Dergarabedian, senior 
media analyst at comScore 
nailed it when he said. “Re¬ 
views don't matter. The Bat- 
suit and Superman's cape are 
made of leflon.'’ 

The movie was review proof 
as evidenced by its 29 per cent 
Tomatometer score compared 
to its massive SI66.1 million 
North American take. 


The man who nearly stole 
over 70 million euros from 
France’s business and bank¬ 
ing elite is a serial manipu¬ 
lator who sees fraud not as 
a crime but as a way of life, 
according to those behind a 
new film based on the con 
artist's exploits. 

Je Cample sur Vous — re¬ 
leased in English under the 
name Thank You for Calling 
— is based on the exploits 
of the French-Jsraeli Gilbert 
Chikli. who engineered rogue 
payments by phoning com¬ 
panies and pretending to be 
the firm’s CEO or a French 
intelligence agent. Those be¬ 
hind the film, which was 
released in France on Dec. 
30, describe Chikli as a cha¬ 
meleon of a man. a brazen 
charmer whose boasts sug¬ 
gest he has yet to abandon 
his criminal career. 

“Chikli is an unstoppable 
seduction machine," said, dir¬ 
ector Pascal Elbe in a recent 
interview r in Paris. “For him 
it's a job; it's definitely not 
a con." 

Chikli’s heists were 
astounding in their daring. 
With a little background 


research and a well-placed 
phone call, Chikli could ca¬ 
jole or bluster his way into 
organizing the transfer of 
several hundred thousand, 
a million or even millions 
of euros to bank accounts 
in Dubai, Russia, China or 
Hong Kong. 

His victims put down the 
phone convinced they were 
speaking to their boss or to 
a genuine French spy. One 
spoke of being taken in by 
a man with “an extremely 
powerful tone of voice and 
self-assurance," 

Two more were convinced 
— somehow — to withdraw 
cash and hand-deliver it to 
bars in Paris. When tricks 
or charm didn't work, Chikli 
turned to bullying: another 
employee was threatened 
with losing her job if she 
didn't immediately organ¬ 
ize the transfer of nearly S2 
million to the U.K. 

“He adapts to his inter¬ 
locutor; that's what's crazy," 
Elbe said. “He improvises. 
He reacts. He riffs off what 
you're saying and gives you 
back what you want to hear."

There might not be a post¬ 
season award with as much 
intrigue as the Calder Trophy 
for the NHL's rookie of the year. 

When the season began, the 
biggest intrigue was between 
Connor McDavid — the No. 1 
overall pick described as the 
next Sidney Crosby — and Jack 
Hichel — the No. 2 pick also de¬ 
scribed as a generational-talent. 

But the list ofCalder-eligible 
players is quite remarkable. 
From Detroit’s Dylan Larkin, 
who cracked the Wings' lineup 
at 19. a rarity For that team, 
to Chicago's Artemi Panarm, 
the 24-year-old from Russia 
who leads rookies in scoring, 
to defenceman bbayne Gostis- 
behere, a south Floridian who 
has sparked the Philadelphia 
Flyers amazing run toward a 
wild-card berth. 

“1 think the league got 
younger from the (2004-05) 


lockout h “ said Sabres coach 
Dan Bylsma. “Today it’s a dif¬ 
ferent class of player entering 
the league. The speed at which 
they are playing the game is 
amazing. It's high end. It's fast¬ 
er than most other guys out 
on the ice. I think that's really 
a sign of the development of 
young players.

the field. 

“T here are a lot of good, 
young players in the league, 
it’s good to see,” said fcicbel. 
"ft says a lot about teams giv¬ 
ing opportunities for young 
guys to come in and have an 
impact. It says a lot about the 
teams we played on before, 
junior programs, college pro¬ 
grams, to help you prepare to 
play at the next level." 

Hach rookie has had his 
share of ups and downs, wheth¬ 
er it be injuries or slumps. In 
Eichel's case, he’s had to learn 
the grind of an 32-game season 
in the pros after a year in col¬ 
lege and a 41-game season. He's 
missed only one game due to 
illness. And it still bothers him. 

“ft's something I wanted to 
do, so it’s unfortunate 1 got 
sick," said hichel. “There are 
a lot of up-and-downs in an 
S2-game season. You're not 
always going to feel your best 
when you step out on the ice, 
so you have to learn to help 
your team in other ways.”
